Born in Miyazu Kyotofu, Japan, 
Mr. Katsunuma received his early 
education there, before going to 
Osaka and later to Doshishn Uni- 
sersity, Kyoto, where he studied 
political economy. After gradun- 
tion he entered the service of the 
O.S.K., being employed firat in the 
Osaka Head Office. Later he 
served the company in Kobe and 
‘Yokohama. In 1919, however, he 
was sent to New York, where whe 
remained until the following year. 
After that he spent 2% years in 
Buenos Aires, returning again to 
the Head Office and ‘later secing 
service in Dalren, Shanghai and 
Singapore, spending two years at 
each place. From Singapore he 
went back to the Head Office for 
nnother period, Next he> was 
transferred to Manila, and from 
there he came to Hong Kong, ar- 
riving last February.

‘T HAVE had mony schemes to rebuild on old lots, Including 
those on the slum arcas, and the authoritics were willing to 
make certain concessions In that they were prepared to allow an 
extra, floor, provided the landowners were ready to sacrifice part 
of the depth of the houses in order that the roads may be widen: 
ed, but these offers were turned down,” said one of the oldest ar- 
chitects in the Colony, when interviewed by the Sunday Herald 
in regard to slum clearing in Hong Kong. :

“It is a good thing,” said our 
informant, “that most of the 
traffic, apart from the buses, 
travel along the routes on the 
reclamation, for if Queen's 
Road East were the only. one 
used, some of the older houses 
would be’ rendered dangerous 
places to live in.” 


Poverty Main Cause 


Like so many of our promin- 
ent residents who have already 
given their views on the mat- 
ter, this gentleman also stated 
that the crux of, the whole 
matter is the utter poverty of 
the people. There are a num- 
ber of well-ventilated and 
newly-built houses, but the 
people are too poor to pay the 
rent wanted. Anofher thing 
is that the slum population are 
forced -to live in the congested 
areas in order that they may 
get to thelr work casily. | If 
they were to take a cubicle or 
an bed space in a2 house that is 
far away from their work, the 
money they would have to 
spend on transportation would 
almost gome to what they havo 
o pay as rent in the congested 
areas. ‘ 

Continuiny, our informant 
satd that “the only hope: is that 
the ‘Government will deal very 
drastically with buildings which 
can be dealt with under the 
Dangerous Structures -Ordin- 
ance. The Urban Council or 
Sanitary Department should 
get them condemned and _ then 
the landlords will: either have 
to build according to the re- 
quirements demanded by the 
new Ordinance, or revert 
property to the Government. 

“In case of rebuilding, the 
houses must . be of a limited 
height and.the’ roads wider. 
The original.shapes. of the lots 
sold, as far back as 60 yeurs 
ago, were. all wrong, There 
were far too many. decp sites 
with narrow frontages.
